became lost in rain and fog and 
crashed into the heavily wooded 
slope. The wreckage was sighted 
early today by fliers from Phila- 
delphia 
and 
Harrisburg 
and 
ground parties were dispatched at 
once to recover the bodies. 
The plane, which Mrs. Stewart 
had piloted from Pittsburgh Mon- 
* r, wai . found with Its nose 


iply imbedded in th> rainsoak- 
earth, its wings stripped and 
lelage buckled on (he desolate 
atalnside 40 miles due west of 
city. The pilot, flying in the

The number of dead was in- 
creased by a freight train which 
plowed through the injured who 
were lying along a parallel track 
A local six-coach passnger train, 
heavily packed with passengers, 
halted at a switch head prepara- 
tory to taking a side. track on a 
stretch of double track. 
Two following trains crashed, 
into the rear end of the standing 
train and scattered moaiea and de- 
bris along the right of way, splin- 
tering almost all the coaches of 
tho halted train. 
As the mangled 
bodies were 
pulled from the shattered frame- 
work of the cars they were placed 
along an adjoining track pending 
the arrival of medical crews from 
Moscow. 
While this work was going on a 
freight train thundered into the 
stretch without warning. 
Before 
the engineer could sense the situa- 
tion and apply the brakes his lo- 
comotive and several box cars 
had slashed their way through the 
victims.

board made public today the re- 
sult of an analysis of 65 employee 
stock plans, undertaken to determ-l 
ing what steps had been taken to! 
protect employees' stock holdings 
in the face of altered economic 
conditions. 


In 1927 there were about 800,- 
000 stock holding employees whose 
securities had a market value of 
around $1,000,000,000 in 889 com- 
panies. What effect business con- 
ditions have had on those figures 
has not been calculated and until 
business is stabilized examination 
to ascertain the effect would be 
difficult and inaccurate, 


Thirty-nine of the 65 companies 
studied in today's report 
stated 


definitely that they did not repur- 
chase stock that has been fully 
paid for, despite the decline: in 
market value. 
In 12 of the re- 
maining 26, either because the in- 
itial plan has not matured and 
consequently no stock is yet fully 
owened by the employees, or be- 
cause the question has not been 
railed by employee stock owners, 
the problem of repurchase has not 
arisen. 


One company promises to re- 
purchase paid-up stock at any time 
within two years of the date of 
sale. 
Two plans provide for re- 
purchase from 
employees 
who 
leave the company. 
Market of 


stock-In two other companies has 
not reached the low value'at which 
employees bought it. 


Five companies, while not tech- 
nically providing for -repurchase, 
have bought stock 
from 
em- 
ployees in distress and only four 
companies of the 65 promise to 
repurchase paid-up stock at any 
time. 
Various practices are fol- 
lowed as to whether the market 
prlcee or sale price is paid. 
Where stock is not yet paid for, 
numerous arrangements, emergen- 
cy 
and 
otherwise, have been 


brought into use to protect the 
employee, though some companies 
have made no such effort. 
Most 


employers have considered that 
e.mploye 
stock 
ownership 
was 
brought into use not only to sell 
stock but to increase, the inter- 
est of the employe and to teach 
saving habits, and that therefore 
the employee should be protect- 
ed to far as possible.

JULIUS ROSENWALD, 
PHILANTHROPIST AND 


MERCHANT IS DEAD 


CHICAGO MERCHANT-PRINCE 
HAD MOST EVENTFUL AND 


USEFUL CAREER 


CHICAGO, Jan. 7.—(&)—Julius 
\jBoaenwald la dead but the philan- 
'•fhropies which brought him inter- 
national renown will live on for 
many years to come. 
The 69-year-old merchant-prince, 


•who began a brilliant business ca- 
reer by pumping an organ in a 
Springfield, 111., church 
at 
five 
cents an hour, was more concern- 
ed by his gifts for the welfare of 
mankind than the hours left for 
him to live. 


"Mr. 
Rosenwald was mentally 
alert through his illness," said Dr. 
Herbert Pollack, 
who 
attended 


him until his death at 3:55 p. m., 
yesterday. 
"He apparently 
had 


lost all interest in his vast busl- 
' ness enterprise and was intereted 
only in his philanthropies to the 
last." 


Mr. Rosenwald became ill about 
two years ago. Physicians diag- 
nosed his complaint as hardening 
of the arteries. 
He was never 


confined to his bed, however, .for 
any length of time until last April. 
At that time the original trouble 
was aggravated by -heart disease 
and a kidney ailment and he was 
ordered to bed. 
Roenwald, head of Sears Roe- 


buck and company, gave away ap- 
proximately $40,000,000 during his 
life. He was vigorously opposed 
to "the dead hand 
in 
philan- 
thropy," as expressed in perpetual 
endowments and foundations. 
The largest part of Rosenwald's 
philanthropies have been expend- 
ed for the welfare of negroes and 
Jews but his generosities had no 
racial limitations and his gifts 
flowed to whites as well as blacks, 
to Gentiles as well an to Jews. 
Helped Employe*. 


As Rosenwald helped the men of 
many strange streets, so did he 
also help his "co-workers" as he

famous negro educator and head 
of Tuskegee Institute.-From dona- 
tions to the institute, the inter- 
est developed into a campaign for 
primary and secondary schools for 
negroes. 


Negroes and whites cooperated, 
state 
and 
county 
governments 


agreed to operate the schools and 
the program became so ambitious 
that in 1917 the Roscnwald Fund 
•,vas established in Chicago. For 
the first 10 years Mr. Rownwald 
personally directed this work. In 
1928, 
however, he became chair- 


man of the fund's board of di- 
rectors 
and 
active management 


was placed In the hands of a full 
time staff. 


More than $3,000,000 had been 


devoted to the work by the end 
of 1930 and 6075 schools for ne- 
gro' children, 
housed in 
clean,

Chicago and the Rosenwald Indus- 
trial museum testified to his civic 
helpfulness. His work as a dol-

The corner stone for the college 


was laid in 1870, four years after 
it was voted to found the institu- 
tion. 
At the time of the laying 


of the corner stone tho trustees 
announced the opening 
of the 


school with Rev. S. D. Aiken in 
charge, . assisted 
by 
Miss Sallie 


Kinchlow. 
The fir*t commencement 
exer- 


cises were held in 1871. 
The next president of the college 


was Dr. J. W. R. McKensie and 
he was assisted by Prof, and Mrs. 
Smith Ragsdale. 
In 1872 
Rev. 
Josiah M. Pugh became president 
and served until 1874. 
He was 


assisted by E. F. Geager, teacher 
of languages. 
Later Mr. Pugh 
became editor of the Waxahachie 
Weekly Enterprise, which is still 
being ' published. 
Prof. E. F. Gesger and W. H. 


Allen conducted a private school 
in the college building and tney 
were succeeded in their work by 
Mrs. E. H. Horner, who was as- 
sisted by Miss Laura Whlpple,

From 1878 until 1881 Rev. John

The estimate of 


10,000,000, which is prob- 
ably conservative, includes 
federal, state, county and 
city employes, school teach- 
ers, those at work on public 
construction and the inmates 
of prisons and tax-support- 
ed insane institutions. 


The estimate needs to be 


compared with the number 
of men and women employ- 
ed in gainful 
occupations, 


which was given by the cen- 
sus bureau as of April 1, 
1930, as 48,832,589. The em- 
ployes In Senator Metcalf's 
estimate total about 6,700,- 
000. Every six men and wo- 
men, therefore, who are en- 
gaged in private 
business 


are paying the salary of one 
employe of government. In 
addition they contribute sub- 
stantially to the care and 
keep of prisoners, the in- 
sane and the inmates of 
federal hospitals, and 
pay 


their share of pensions to 
1,100,000 persons. 


This is by no means the 


entire cost of government. 
But its labor 
costs 
alone 


have become exorbitant and 
almost intolerable. It is Sen- 
ator Metcalf's opinion, more- 
over, that the national pay- 
roll, pension list and prison 
population are all increas- 
ing. 
Americans rightly re- 


sent the policies of those 
n a t i o n s which maintain 
enormous military forces by 
taxes and are therefore un- 
able to pay their just debts. 
But this country supports a 
standing army 
of rovern- 


mental officials 
and 
em- 


ployes which probably has 
no equal in the world. It is 
absurd on the face of it 


hundred workers 


need to pay sixteen 


of their number to attend 
to their governmental af- 
fairs and support others in 
idleness. 
The figures prove 


the fallacy of those who ex- 
pect to cure unemployment 
by expensive programs of 
public works and show that 
the most direct method of 
reducing taxation is to re- 
duce the national payroll to 
reasonable 
proportions.

.In these bewildering days, a host 
oj; people do not know certainly 
Whether they are democrats or 
republicans, liberals or tories, so- 
clflists or capitalists, humanists or 
Christians. 
Muddled minds are 
causing more real havoc than tar- 
iffs or money standards. There are 
even large groups who accept bc- 
fuddlement as their real creed; 
they know nothing and 
believe 
nothing of a surety. Neither Mount 
Sinai nor the Mount of Beatitudes 
is. on the horizon of their life in 
the mud flats. 
Thrust into the midst of this e 
of mental 
and 
moral wobbling 


comes a ringing Lesson upon de- 
cision and dlscipleship. 
It Is the 


story of the first followers of Je- 
sua, John and Andrew, who re- 
cruited their brothers, Jamrs and 
Peter; and then of 
Philip, who 


brought into the group guileless 
Nathaniel. 
These men had the brains and 
the. nerve to believe something, 
and then to act upon their belief. 
Once' convinced 
the long-foretold 


that Jesus was 


Messiah, 
they 


daringly left all else and followed 
him. No dawdlers or doubters or 
dilletantes were they, hut real men 
big enough and brave enough to 
believe, and to pay a high price 
for their 'belief. 
.The Leader Who Stepped Aside. 


At the moment of this writing 
there is high political strife in 
Washington 
because 
a 
certain 


leader will not relinquish his po- 
sition. It is not. the way of poli- 
ticians to surrender power gra- 
ciously. By contrast, back in the 
day* of our Lesson, there was a 
picturesque figure in Judea who 
was easily the outstanding figure 
of his time, the great social and 
religious reformer, John the Bap- 
tist. He was the day's sensation. 


'At the apex of the Baptist's pow- 
er, he saw and aclaimed a Great- 
er than himself. Did he dispute 
the Newcomer's place, or show 
jealousy? Not he; John was too 
great for that. 
He openly pro- 


claimed that "He must increase, 
but I must decrease.1' John pub- 
licly pointed to Jesus as the Com- 
ing One, whose herald he himself 
Was. 
'That was more than a generous 
gesture. 
When it came to part- 


ing with his own disciples, that 
they, might become followers of 
Jesus, he did not hesitate. To Je- 
sus they should go. 
The fulfill- 


ment of his own mission was to 
aid this Greater One. A great 
eiver-up was the 
Baptist; 
and 


therefore one of the giant figures 
In 'history's gallery 'of immortals,

tian minister, whom we call, after 
the Syrlac usage, "Rabbi." 
The 


word falls tenderly and apprecia- 
tively from our lips, for so the In- 
quiring disciples called Jesus. We 
need nowadays to stress the mis- 
sion of the Master as teacher; for 
these arc bewildering times, for 
which only he has the adequate 
word of wisdom and leadership. 


Shall not a word be said, too, 


concerning the millions of men 
and women in our land who, in 
discipleship to Christ, are carry- 
ing out His teaching office? We 
rarely read editorials or hear pub- 
lic speeches about the part that 
the Sunday School teachers arc 
nlaying in shaping the character 
of each new generation; but they 
are In succession to the Rabbi who 
"made Himself of no reputation." 
Their reward is not only In their 
work but alst in the truth which 
they themselves learn while teach- 
ing others. K. Kirk once put this 
principle in verse in The Sunday 
School Times:
